SELECTMEN'S REPORT 





_ Again this year, the Selectmen will begin this report with 
the subject of inflation. 


We all know that property taxes went up 27% in 1981. Many 
factors caused this dramatic increase that was not only felt in Troy 
but in 99% of the Towns in New Hampshire. Quite a few of the Towns 
had their tax rates jump over 502. 


One major factor in the increase was due to the economy of the 
Country at the present time. People are not able to spend as they 
were previously doing and the end result was a lot less income to the 
State and Towns from various taxes. 


Tax income on gasoline, interest dividends, businesses, 
recreation, etc. was down last year on the State level. In Troy our 
income dropped from the State and also from Motor Vehicle Registra- 
tion fees, dog fees and resident taxes. This is all tied together 
with increases in Town, County and School expenses all combined to 
increase the taxes. We also had less new building and construction 
to add to our tax base. Both elderly and Veteran's exemptions have 
increased due to present State laws that pertain to them. 


The Selectmen did attend the Monadnock Regional High School 
Budget Committee meeting chaired by David Adams and were very 
pleased at the result of their hard work. As one of the biggest 
“expenses that concern each Town's taxes, we were disappointed to see 
only about 50 people there. We are hoping that the County taxes can 
be kept in line, which will be difficult with the Federal Government 
forcing more responsibility to the State and the State to the County 
in the Social Services and Welfare areas. ; 


Your Town Budget Committee put in a lot of hard working hours 
and have produced a bare bone Town Budget. 


The Sewer Project is well on its way and is covered in a 
special water sewer report elsewhere in this Town Report. 


We are pleased that more people are taking pride and interest 
in the Town to where it is becoming a picturesque New England commun- 
ity. We seem to be gaining in visits from tourists to this area 
which helps our local businesses. 


The Troy Arts Festival was successful this year and the indi- 
cations are it will be an ongoing event for years to come. 


The Troy Community Players have produced many fine plays in 
the Town Hall and their fame is spreading. If you miss these shows 
it is your loss, 
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We do ask the Citizens of Troy who want to participate in the 
Town to come forward and let us know who you are. We are always- 
looking for new members on the Planning Board, Board of Adjustment, 
Conservation Commission, Recreation Committee, Industrial Development 
Committee and numerous others. New ideas make Troy a better commu- 
nity to live in. 


The JC's and their ladies are doing good work and always are 
looking for new members. 


You have an Explorer Post, Boy Scout Troop, Girl Scouts, Cub 
Scouts and Brownies in. Town thanks to our volunteer leaders and they 
can always use help. 


The Selectmen want to thank all the people who have become 
involved in Town Committees and activities who have worked to make 
Troy a desirable Community to live in.

REPORT OF TROY WATER WORKS 





This year the original Troy Water Works has become the Troy 
Water and Sewer Department, The change in name as been paralled 
with a change in the board from three to five commissioners and the 
creation of a full-time Superintendent. 


During the past year CETA workers assisted in locating 98% 
of the street water shutoffs. The hydrants were given their annual 
flushing and the reservoir was cleaned. 


In the fall, after considering eleven applications for the 
position of Superintendent, Richard Martin was hired. He has been 
following the sewer work started by Crowley Construction Company, 
Park Construction Company and Charwell Company, as well as setting 
up new card files on all water customers. He is also working on 
an ongoing program of meter repair and replacement. This includes 
the installation of remote readers to facilitate meter reading. He 
is doing an excellent job and the advantages of having a full-time 
Superintendent are already apparent. 


The future for the Department promises to be extremely 
active with construction commencing on the treatment plant in the 
spring, as well as the continuation of the underground work now in 
progress,

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TROY SEWER PROJECT 


As most of you know, the Troy Sewer Project is well under way. 
The Contractors got a good head start this fall due to good weather 
and will be going full steam in the spring. 


At present, Contract #9, laying sewer pipe, is being done by 
Park Construction of Fitzwilliam, N. H. Contract #10, sewer pipes, 
by Crowley Associates of Leominister, Mass. and Contract #7, the 
pumping station at the end of School Street, by Charwell Construction 
of Meredith, N. H. 


By the time you receive this report the bids for the Sewer 
Plant will have been let on March 1, 1982. 


Each Contractor has 365 working days to complete his contract. 


When all the pipes are in the ground and hopefully no more 
digging is-necessary, the road will be paved 1" thick from edge to 
edge by the Contractor. 


To give us better roads, the Road Agent is going to concen- 
trate on filling in ruts and holes to give the paving contractor as 
flat a surface as possible to lay the paving. This will result in a 
better finished project and should give us some decent streets for 
the future. 


The engineers are in Town every day and are going house to 
house to assist in your decision as to where the sewer hookup will 
gO. 


From your vote of last Town Meeting, you now have a five man 
Water Sewer Board. They have hired a Superintendent who is doing a 
tremendous job in bringing the Water Department up to modern times. 
The Selectmen feel that the Troy Water Sewer Commissioners and the 
Superintendent will have a very efficient operation in the near 
future. They will be very involved in rate setting and ordinances 
that are required to be written before the sewer system becomes 
operable. 


The Engineer that is assigned to each Contractor is there to 
look out for the Town's interest. If you need information, don't 
hesitate to ask the Engineer or the Superintendent of the Water 
Sewer Department.

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SEMI-ANNUAL PROPERTY TAX BILLING 


The Selectmen of Troy recommend that the Town adopt semi- 
annual property tax billing. 


Most towns in New Hampshire are going with this recommen-— 
dation to assist in saving tax money. At present tax bills are sent 
out in November and have to be paid within 30 days of billing. As 
the tax money comes in at the end of the year, it requires the Sel- 
ectmen to buy tax anticipation notes to finance the operation of 
Town Government. 


The cost of borrowing money in the present economy is high 
and unpredictable. It will be to the benefit of the taxpayer if we 
do not have to borrow so much during the year. 


The state has changed their dates of payments to the towns 
of business profits tax, room and meals tax etc. to a later date. 
Up to now, the state was paying the towns before they had collected 
the taxes, thus costing them millions in interest. By paying towns 
after the money is collected will make state government more effi- 
cient, 


If we bill semi-annually, tax bills will be sent out on 1 
June and 1 December. The taxpayer still has 30 days in which to 
pay their taxes before the interest penalty starts. 


The 1 June tax bill would be 1/2 of the previous year's tax 
bill. The 1 December tax bill will he at the present year tax rate 
minus your June payment. 


This will, if adopted, cut the cost of town taxes a fair 
amount, 
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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


Thanks to all of you who have made contributions of books to 
the library during the year, and especially to Robert Diercks and 
Sidne Lewis who contributed books and a bookcase now used for stor- 
age of paperbacks. 


Budget cuts sustained in 1981 disqualified us from the 
Statewide Library Development Program whose guidelines we use to 
provide adequate service to the community. If we should in the 
future meet their standards, we will be able to take advantage of 
the help they offer to town libraries. 


Mrs. Ervin Doyle left us at the end of the year and Miss 
Kelly Highter is the new Library Aid. 


Last June Mrs. Joan Blanchard from the state library staff 
spoke to a group interested in forming a Friends of the Library. 
Meetings are regularly held in the Ripley Room on the second Thurs- 
day of every month at 7:30. Their membership fee is $1.00 per 
person and everyone is invited to join. During the coming year 
they plan to implement some of the many ideas they have for programs 
and projects. The library board and staff welcome their support. 


The Ripley Room is being used by groups to a greater extent 
than it has been in the past. The Arts Festival, Jaycee Women and 
Senior Citizens have met there as well as the New Hampshire Commis-— 
sion on the Arts and the Keene Adult Tutorial Program. Any one who 
is interested in either becoming a student in reading, math, high 
school equivalency or English as a second language or who is inter- 
ested in offering their teaching services may come to the library 
on the fourth Thursday of any month between 1:30 and 2:30 to speak 
to Mrs. Ann Benaquist to find out how the tutorial program may 
help. Any other organization which is interested may call the 
librarian to make reservations. 


Individuals are encouraged to read and study in the Ripley 
Room. Books for youngest readers continue to be temporarily shelved 
there until renovations downstairs are finished. 

A combination screen door was purchased this year. 

The bookmobile has been discontinued. We will regularly 
receive state books again when their van service is scheduled for 
this area sometime later this year. 

Circulation figures do not compare favorable with last year.

However, to provide the earliest possible warning, the detector should not 
be placed in “dead air spaces." These are areas where there is little or no air 
circulation. 

To avoid dead air spaces, follow these simple guidelines: (See Figure 2) 

e Place at least 12” from the wall, if ceiling-mounted. 

e Place 6-12” from the ceiling, if wall-mounted. 

e In mobile homes, the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD) recommends locating a wired-in smoke alarm on an inside 
wall in the hallway between living room and first bedroom. Battery- 
operated smoke alarms may be used for additional supplementary 
protection. 


Where NOT to put it: 

® Do not install detector in unheated areas or in locations where ambient 
temperatures exceed 100°F. 

e Do not put the detector in or near kitchen or oil burner. Normal cooking 
activities will tigger the alarm. 

e Donot install directly adjacent to heating or cooling vent, or where open 
windows or doors create high air flow. 

e Do not install in garages where fumes would trigger the alarm.

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REPORT FROM THE SOUTHWEST REGION PLANNING COMMISSIONERS 


ee ee re ee 


The Town of Troy, as a member of the Southwest Region Planning Com— 
mission, is one of a growing number of communities which have recog- 
nized and support the benefits of regionalism in their areas. As 
evidence of this growth in recent years, in 1974, 142 of the 234 
local governments in the state were members of regional planning 
commissions, while today 201 can be counted as member towns. 


As membership in regional planning commissions has grown, so have 
the areas of involvement and responsibility. Regional planning 
Commissions provide a diversity of services to local governments 
which is not, has not, and can not be provided by any other agency, 
or array of agencies--federal, state, or local--at comparable cost. 
These services are basically "one on one" at the local/grassroots 
level and have had the advantage of fostering trust and credibility 
within the arena of local home ruie. Historically, the regional 
planning commission has responded to the needs, desires, and 
problems of local governments both on an individual and regional 
basis. 


The Southwest Region Planning Commission's relationship with its 
member communities is enhanced by Commissioners who are a repre- 
sentative cross section of lay personnel (City Councilmembers, 
Selectmen, State Representatives; together with members of local 
boards and commissions and citizens at large, appointed by and 
accountable to their Boards of Selectmen or the Keene City Council). 


The Southwest Region Planning Commission is an "in place" agency, 
familiar with its area, with a proven and demonstrated capability 
for assessment and implementation of Jocal and regional policies, 
programs and plans as they affect local governments. 


Value which the Town of Troy specifically gains through its member- 
ship in the Regional Planning Commission is as follows: 

° Continued monitoring of the town's development in light of the 
projections and recommendations of its recently completed 
Comprehensive Plan. 


Technical assistance in planning, zoning and development matters, 
including review and recommendations for change of zoning and 
subdivision regulations, and review of conformity of subdivisions 
proposals with local land use controls. 


Access to seminars and workshops regularly conducted by the 
Regional Planning Commission to help towns keep abreast of new 
and changing conditions and court decisions concerning planning 
and development matters. 
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Access to review, evaluation and interpretations of new legisla- 
tion at both the federal and state levels. Assessment of its 
impact on member towns, and recommendations concerning appropriate 
actions to be taken. 


Involvement with the Regional Planning Commission in responding to 
the state's new solid waste legislations recommending initiatives 
to be taken by communities, in a coilective or regional manner, to 
deal with solid waste management.

Opportunity to take advantage of the Regional Planning Commis— 
sion's circuit riding administrative assistant program, computer 
capability, and newly organized collective purchasing program 
which -will join several towns together for bulk purchasing in 
order for each to reap substantial gains over independent 
purchasing.

BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT

The Board of Adjustment was created to hear petition for 
variances and special exceptions to the zoning ordinance of the Town 
of Troy and to issue permits to operate mobile home parks. 


The Board holds regular business meetings on the second 
Wednesday of January, April, July and October at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Town Hall. 


Hearings of petitions for variances and special exceptions 
are held upon request. 


Seven cases appeared before the Board of Adjustment in 1981. 


Forms to request a special exception or variance are avail- 
able from the Town Clerk of Troy. 


All meetings and hearings are open to the public and every- 
one is urged to attend. 


The following information is offered in applying for a 
special exception or variance. 


A comprehensive plot plan is recommended as 2 requirement in 
Zoning Board of Adjustment applications. Since a similar plan is 
usually necessary when making application for a building permit, 
such a plan can serve a dual purpose. Its absence in either situ- 
ation could result in delay and/or misunderstanding of written file 
records. 


Zoning Ordinances, Subdivision Regulations and Building 
Codes may require that a Plot Plan be prepared by a competent Regis- 
tered Engineer or Surveyor (New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 
319-A.) A field survey and evaluation may be necessary in order to 
gather sufficient information. Im many cases sufficient data may be 
obtained from the description contained in the deed to the land. 


It is seldom necessary that an engineer or survevoOr appear 
as a witness in a zoning appeal, as his completed plot plan will 
usually be sufficient to tell the whole story to the Board. 


A complete plot plan, for purposes of either a Building Per- 
mit or Zoning Appeal, could contain most, if not all, of the 
following features: 
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Plot Plan should be dated, signed and have the official Registered 
Engineer or Surveyor seal imprinted, contain a drawing number, be 
up-to-date or updated and be drawn to scale with a North-South 
arrow. The plot plan should also show: 


a - The lot dimensions and bearings and any bounding streets and 
their right-of-way widths or half sections. 


b - Location and dimensions of ‘existing or required Service areas, 
Buffer zones, Landscaped areas, Recreational areas, Safety 
Zones, Signs, Rights of Way, Streams and Drainage, Easements 
and any other Requirements of Codes. 


c — All existing buildings or other structures with their dimen- 
sions and encroachments. 


d — All proposed buildings, structures, or additions with their 
dimensions and encroachments and indicating "proposed" on 
the plan. 


e- "Zoning envelope", which is made by set-back lines obtained 
from the Zoning Ordinance. Indicate the Zone Classification. 
Locate any zone change lines. Corner lots sometimes have 
alternate choice of which is to be the front yard. Indicate 
all setback dimensions. 


f - Any required building heights. 


g — Computed lot and building areas and percentages of lot occu- 
pancy. 


h - Elevations, curb heights and contours, if required or, if 
relevant. 


i - Location and Numbering of parking spaces and lanes with their 
dimensions. 


j - Required parking spaces and how computed. 
k - Any required loading and unloading and trash storage areas. 


1 - Dimensions and directions of traffic lanes and exits and 
entrances. 


For those persons appearing at a Zoning Appeal Hearing access 


to the plot plan provides a visualization of the applicant's inten- 
tions and alleviates abutter's and interested parties’ concerns.
